Reasons for allowance: 

The amendment to claims 1 , 9, and 1 7 overcomes the current rejections of Kadambi et al. (U.S. 6,934,830), Megiddo et al. (U.S. 
6,996,676), and Cherabuddi (U.S. 6,263,416). The specific limitation of entering the data of physical registers into the register cache based 
on the number of references found within the instruction window isn't found within the previous cited references or in other prior art. 
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
